In  season  the  peony  is  the 
flowers.  When  established,  a _ . 

reliable,  and  gives  very  little  trouble.  A garden 
peonies  is  an  asset  of  ever  increasing  value. 

Some  years  ago  by  means  of  a vote  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Peony  Society  all  of  the  better  peonies  were 
rated  on  a basis  of  100  being  perfection.  These  ratings 
immediately  follow  the  names  in  the  list  below. 


Peonies  are  classed  as  follows:  Single.  Those  with 
a single  row  of  wide  guard  petals,  and  a center  of  pollen- 
bearing stamens.  Japanese.  These  resemble  the  single, 
but  with  the  stamens  and  anthers  in  the  center  enlarged 
into  narrow  various  colored  petaloides.  Crown.  In  this 
type  the  large  petals  form  a high  crown  in  the  center 
of  the  flower,  with  smaller  petals  forming  a collar  around 
it.  Bomb.  This  is  the  next  step  in  doubling,  and  all  of 
the  center  petals  are  uniformly  sized,  but  differ  from 
the  guard  petals.  Rose.  The  completed  double  peony 
with  all  stamens  transformed  into  large  petaloids,  sim- 
ilar in  size  to  the  guards. 


The  culture  of  the  peony  is  very  simple.  Fresh  manure 
In  contact  with  the  roots  is  to  be  avoided  at  all  times, 
but  can  be  forked  in  around  well  established  plants.  The 
crown  of  the  plant  should  be  set  two  or  three  inches  be- 
low the  suriace,  and  all  plants  should  be  mulched  heav- 
ily the  first  winter  after  planting.  During  the  blooming 
season  abundant  water  is  to  be  given. 


The  following  is  a check  list  of  the  varieties  now  grow- 
ing in  our  test  garden,  and  includes  some  too  expensive 
to  interest  the  average  gardener.  It  is  to  be  remembered 
that  a peony  will  increase  in  vigor  and  size  for  ten 
years  after  planting  and  it  is  well  to  start  with  varieties 
that  will  not  be'  a disappointment  later. 

Most  peonies  will  give  some  bloom  the  first  year 
after  planting,  but  it  takes  three  years,  and  occasionly 
four,  to  get  a perfect  flower. 

We  guarantee  all  of  our  peonies  to  be  healthy  and 
absolutely  true  to  name.
